The dispatch announcing the death 


f Henry S. Foots recalls m incident 
hich created a great dea' of amuse- 


ment in newspaper circles here about a 


ear ago. 
A journalist, with the kind- 


est intentions toward Mr. Foote, made 
sketch of him for one of the city 
aliee, giving his birth and earlj his- 
OTJ, some of the peculiarities of his 
rritable disposition, his friendship and 
nmities, his celebrated doel with Sar- 
ent S. PrentiBB, and treating him with 
B much consideration that many per- 
ona who read it thought it greatly 
verdrawn. To the surprise of the ed- 
tor and writer, a long communication 
ame a day or two later, from Mr. 
?oote, taking great exceptions to the 
rticle, and denying point by point its 
•arioua statements. The letter was so 
unny that it was published as a piece 
f humor, although Mr. Foote, being 
ike most Southerners, wholly devoid of 
a sense of humor, never suspected it, 
and was highly gratified, as usual, at 
eeing himself in print. He began by 
eclaring the date of his birth, as given 
n the newspaper, as entirely erroneous 
?his, of course, was taken from an en- 
cyclopedic notice of him, furnished by 


imself or by his authority, and, there- 
ore, presumably correct.

CHICAGO, May 27.—The arrivals this 


morning included Bon. Chas. Foster 
and J. 8. Robinson of Ohio. From in- 
terviews with nearly all the members 
of the Ohio delegation it seems to be 
the determination to ignore the unit 
rule, and insist on the doctrine that lo- 
cal constituencies should have a voice 
in the convention. They also hold 
that Sherman's nomination would har- 
monize the contending elements in the 
party and make the success of the re- 
publican presidential ticket certain. 
Warner M. Bateman, and the others, 
too, express themselves satisfied that 
Sherman will be the second choice of 
the convention on the first ballot. 
It 


is evident that a contest is imminent 
over the seating arrangements of the 
convention. 
The Blaine programme 


is to use the alleged majority in the 
national committee to appoint a sub- 
committee of known Blaine parties, and 
to have the entire managmerit of the 
tickets for general admission. This sub 
committee is to supersede the execu- 
tive committee and take the printing 
arrangements out of its hands. The 
present executive committee, when ap- 
pointed by the national committee, had 
its duties specifically defined and it was 
given the entire charge of the arrange- 
ments which the Blaine men now pro- 
pose to considerately relieve it of. 
The ticket arrangements will all have 
been completed when the national com 
mittee meets next Monday, and any 
change will throw the ticket business 
into an interminable muddle which can 
not be straightened out for lack of time 
before the opening of the convention. 


The tactics of the Blaine managers 


to be carried out in the convention are 
coming to light in gradual installments 
It is new understood that the strong 
fight of the Blaine men will be to break 
the unit vote, and William E. Chandler 
and General Garfield will lead the at- 
tack. Mr. Chandler is reported to have 
acknowledged since his arrival here thai 
himself and Mr. Gorham agreed to this 
programme before he left Washington 


Mr. Chandler, with great political 


shrewdness, entered the camp of the 
enemy as soon as he arrived here, in- 
stead of being at the Blaine headquar 
ters. He may be found at any hour 
around the Grant headquarters, at the 
Palmer House. 


In regard to the Illinois delegation 


the Blaine men propose to contest tb 
whole delegation and not merely a few 
congressional district delegates as first 
determined. The Blaine men being in 
the majority in the national committee 
who will make up the roll of delegates 
the Blaine managers expect by this con 
test to keep the regularly elected Illi- 
nois delegation off the rolls and thus 
secure control of the temporary organ!

THE MURDER CASE.

The cue of The People vs. Charles C. 


Davis and William Ward, for the murder 
of Berry Johnson, near the "haunted 
house," sooth of the county bridge, on the 
night of Hay 8th, is on trial in the circuit 
court before Judge Smith. The following 
are the names of the juryman: H. P. 
Beach, E/JHogan, Phares Urich, William 
Pritchett, Wm. HcDaniel, Jas. M. War- 
ren, Daniel Good, Thos. Widick, Alfred 
Bailey, John Morris, James Myers and 
Solomon Williamson. The counsel for 
the defendants are W. C. Johns, Esq., 
David Hutchison, Esq., A. B. Bunn, Esq., 
and Thornton, Eldridge & Hosteller; for 
the People, State's Attorney Buckingham. 


After the opening statements had been 


made Marion Stevens gave his testimony, 
which was simply a statement of what he 
knew about the murder as published in 
these columns heretofore, that he was 
at Mrs. Howard'shouse on the evening of 
May 8th, and that he left for home soon 
after, and didn't '.know anything of the 
shooting ot Johnson until the next day. 


Miss Lizzie Brooks, being duly sworn, 


testified on behalf of the prosecution- 
Lived at Mrs. Howard's on May 8; came 
there eight days previously; C. C. Davis 
took his meals there; on the evening of 
May 8 Davis came home with two men, 
whose names I have since learned to be 
William Ward and Marion Stevens; it 
was raining when they came into the 
house and took seats in the sitting room, 
when I heard them talking about Berry 
Johnson; Davis said that Johnson had 
abused him up town during the day, and 
Ward remarked that Davis ought to have 
done something to get even with him; 
Ward and Davis were then alone in the 
dining room eating together. 
Davis went 


on to say that he intended to get even 
with Berry Johnson, that he was then 
better prepared than when at the beer 
garden, and he would "break the yoke if 
it cost him ten years." He then asked 
for his black pants, and said he intended 
to go to the beer garden and meet John- 
son; Mrs. Howard and Ida May tried to 
induce him not to go; just then, after 
looking out, Davis called to Ward to go 
out to the stable, that "they were doing 
something with his team;" Davis then 
went out aud came in soon after, consid-. 
siderably excited, and throwing a big re- 
volver on the table, said: "I gave it to him 
good; didn't you hear him holler?" I 
said, "What!" Davis answered: "I gave 
it to him good." Then somebody came 
to the door, and Davis told Ida May to go 
and give whoever it was "a stiff." He 
thought it was Mrs. Johnson; he then 
proposed that he and Ward go after a 
doctor for Johnson, and asked witness if 
it was the square thing to do, and she an- 
swered "certainly it was," and then Davis 
and Ward went out. Witness corrobora- 
ted the statement of Stevens, that Davis 
was considerably under the influence of 
liquor and seemed determined to do 
Johnson bodily injury, declaring again 
and again that he "would break the yoke 
if it cost him ten years." 


On the cross-examination witness stuck 


to her statement above given. 


Dr. E. W. Weems, county physician, 


who attended Johnson, testified that at 
about eleven o'clock on the night of May 
8th Davis and Ward came to his house 
and requested that he go to the relief of 
the wounded man. His testimony in brief 
was that he found Johnson lying on a bed 
at his home wounded-and bleeding. In 
the iprofessional opinion of the witness 
the doctor thought that Johnson's death 
was caused by the pistol wounds inflicted. 


W. C. Johns questioned the doctor on 


the cross-examination. He stated that 
Johnson's stomach on the 9th and 10th 
was considerably distended, caused by 
inflammation, and that he couldn't Swear 
positively as to the cause of the death as 
no post mortem examination had been 
made. 


Dr. Leslie was placed on the stand at 


the opening of court this afternoon.

May, were] in attendance at the trial this 
forenoon.

bowels, from which he died, resulted 
from the stabbing and not from the 
shooting.

braccli of the Wubush, St. Louis & Pacific 
Railway. It is a matter of personal inter- 
est to every business man and traveler, 
and we have been constantly on the watch 
for something authentic with reference to 
the early opening of this important road. 
As is well-known to the readers of the 
REPUBLICAN, the Wabsxsb. company have 
obtained the contiol of the C., H. & W. 
road from Decatur to Champaign, and 
now operate the Chicago uud Puducah 
line, which passes through Monticello, 
and all that is needed to complete the 
proposed line, ia to connect the C., H. & 
W. road witu 
the main line of the 


Wabash, a few blocks cast'of the Union 
depot, and obtain the right .of way into 
Chicago. The following from the Chicago 
Tribune will inform our readers as to the 
cause of the delay in getting tue branch 
in readiness for freight and passenger 
traffic: 


Mr. J. C. Gault, General Manager of the 


Wabash, St. Louis and Paciflc Huilroad, 
stated to a Tribune reporter yesterday 
that his company has as yet taken no steps 
to open its Chicago extension for business, 
and docs not mean to do anything in that 
matter until the Supreme Court has taken 
action in regard to the Western Indiana 
complications, which he thinks will come 
up for hearing in the early part of June. 
Should the decision of the Supremo Court 
be adverse to the Western Indiana, his 
road will be compelled to find some other 
way into the city for the time being. In 
any event, Mr. Gault expects to be able to 
commence business over the Chicago ex- 
tension of his road about July 1st. Both 
the Wnbush and Grand Trunk feel very 
bitter against Mr. Vandcrbill for prevent- 
ing the WeFlcrn Inclinua from crossing 
the tracks of the Lake Sliotc lit Sixteenth 
street, and thus preventing lucir roads 
from getting adequate lucilitiea at this 
point. ' They say that but for Vanderbiit s 
action the Western Indiana would have 
gotten to Twelfth street auyway, and this 
would have answered nil their purposes 
for the present. 
This matter may yet 


result in n serious light between the 
Wabash nnd the Gr.ink Trunk and the 
roads controlled by Vanderbiit.
